A Job For Parliament 


ITH Parliament due to meet, our members must take 


steps to deal with the tax-dodgers’ colony of multi- 
millionaires at Nassau in the West Indies. Headed by 
Sir Herbert Holt, the roll-call sounds like a roster of the 
Teadngy Tindricial buccaneers of Canada. 


This year sees the expiration of the tax-exempt Vic- 
tory war bonds—that splendid Tory device to enable war 
profiteers to escape payment of income tax for twenty 
years, and leave the ordinary citizen and the men who 
went overseas to pay for the war. 


Our financial buzzards have had a long life of good 
pickings. Hon. H. H. Stevens, M.P., during the hearings 
of the Price Spreads Committee which cost him his cabi- 
net post in the Bennett government, stated that in the 
ten years from 1920 to 1930 the group of financial re- 
promoters who control bank funds and _ policy-holders’ 
insurance premiums added $500,000,000 of “water” to 
the industries and utilities of Canada. They water- 
logged many a good concern in so doing. 


The institutions these men control usually buy back 
lots of the aqua pura their principals have placed on the 
market. Once inside the vaults of these institutions and 
the watered bonds become sacred. They are a trust for 
the poor widows and orphans who are used as a screen 
by the buccaneers. Interest must be paid upon the 
water under the doctrine of the SACREDNESS OF 
MONEY CONTRACTS and SWEATSHOP WAGES with 
HIGH PROTECTION continued. 


Hitherto the State has had one device left for deal- 
ing with financial buzzards. It could wait till they die 
and impose an inheritance tax. Costly brains have been 
hired and set in motion to devise ways and means of 
beating the inheritance tax. The approved and legal 
method is to take up domicile in another country that 
does not impose inheritance tax. So Canada has seen 
the spectacle of an exodus of Canadian multi-millionaires 
to Nassau, where a few months’ stay each year when the 
cold blasts blow in Canada, turns the super-patriot at 
the end of two delightful seasons into a full-fledged West 
Indian, immune from the payment of inheritance tax to 
the Dominion of Canada, whose people he may have 
gouged and exploited to the limit. 


There is no patriotism in big money save in the case 
of the late Lady Houston, who sent the British Exche- 
quer a cheque for $12,000,000 in payment of the inheri- 
tance tax that her Conservative M. P. husband gypped 
the British Treasury out of by taking up residence in 
the Channel Islands.

Surely Parliament is not going to sit supine and 
allow this merry exodus of tax-dodgers to continue while 
the humble citizen has to pay eight per cent sales tax on 
his sugar and flour and salt, and every other article of 
food, clothing and shelter. Parliament is supreme. It 
can take steps quite easily to stop this unpatriotic pro- 
cession of tax-dodgers, and ensure to the Treasury of 
Canada that in death, at least, the special privileged 
classes of Canada shall pay their just due to the coun- 
try that gave them their great wealth.

Suddenly at Pozuelo, the insur- 
gent commanders said, Socialist re- 
sistance seemed to crumble. 


They reported the government |

The government had stubbornly 
held Pozuelo, separated from Maa- 
rid only by the Casa De Campo, in 
the face of repeated 
blows from their southern column.

mier said that “I am somewhat 
puzzled to know exactly the mean- 
ing intended by this phrase. The 
only method of compuisory circula- 
tion that I know of is the taxation 
of money. I want to assure the peo- 
ple of Alberta that I do not believe 
that there is any need of compul- 
sory circulation of money. 

“If the new purchasing power 
that is needed is placed in the 
hands of the consumers—if all our 
consumers today had a little more 
purchasing power, the abundance 
of the goods available would not be

“Furthermore, I would like to call 
the attention of our people to the 
fact that we fully realize that the 
introduction of ‘new currency’ in 
the province js clearly against the 
Bank Act. 


NO NEW CURRENCY 

“We have no intention of creat- 
ing any new currency to conflict 
with the present Canadian money. 
Our new credit is merely intended 
to assist in the distribution and use 
of goods and services. We already 
have well recognized methods of 
conveniently handling staple goods 
and services in the form of milk, 
bread and railway’ tickets, relief 
vouchers and so forth. 

“We trust that as we proceed to 
establish the principles of Social 
Credit critics will not give the pub- 
lic false impressions of our purpose 
in these matters by the careless use 
of rebel sounding phrases.”

THE WAY TO SAFETY 

Mayor Ellison of Regina, in his inaugural 
address to the council, said the only hope of 
balancing the city’s budget this year lies in 
securing a reduction in interest payments. Ed- 
monton is in the same position. So is every 
important centre in Canada. And the certainty 
of unbalanced budgets applies not only to the 
present year. but to succeeding years as well, 
unless these unpayable charges are reduced. 

In asking—as it has done—for a cut in bond 
rates, Edmonton is not risking any danger of 
being put on the financial black-list. It is only 
doing what every other city will have to do 
if it is to stop moving every year nearer to the 
brink of bankruptcy. The city that is now de- 
manding that its charges be brought down to a 
figure it can pay is the city which will the 
soonest balance its budget and restore its credit. 


SEEKING SECURITY 

It is significant that large users « 
energy in the city have formed themselves 
a committee of the Chamber of Commerce, with 
a view to studying the power situation and to 
urging this upon the attention of the city council. 

Care is taken to make clear that no criticism 
is implied of anything council has done or not 
done. The power-users, with large investments 
and business operations at stake, are alarmed at 
the possibility of a power shortage resulting 
from a break-down at the city plant—hence the 
committee. 

The interests of the ordinary house-holder 
in the situation are less than those of an indus- 
tria] concern if measured in dollars. But they are 
greater when measured in terms of personal 
and family security. A business concern could 
shut down if necessary with no more serious 
consequences than a loss of profits. A wealthy 
man could take his family out of town. Buta 
wage or salary earner would in many cases find 
himself out of a job should a break-down occur; 
and in any event his home would be deprived 
of light and water until repairs could be made 
or an alternative source of supply tapped.

have cause to fee] uneasiness at the risk that is 
thrown upon them, and to hope that some way 
can be found to ensure an uninterrupted power 
supply. 


WHITHER? 

Announcement of the resignation of Hon. C. 
C. Ross is only confirmation of rumors which 
have been in circulation for some weeks, and 
will bring surprise nowhere. Neither the retir- 
ing Minister nor the Premier he 
reason for the resignation, nor has any hint been 
given as to whether this was voluntary 
brought about by pressure. 

The rumors which so accurately predicted 
the fart have also assigned as a reason that 
there was wide dissatisfaction among the Gov- 
ernment supporters with the policy adopted by 
the Minister to secure the development of the 
oil and other resources with which he was 
charged. That explanation is supported by the 
statement of his successor: “Our policy wil] ge 
to develop the netura] resources so that the 
people themselves will derive the benefit.” This 
is an echo of the resolution passed at the party 
district convention in Edmonton last week cen- 
suring Mr. Ross and declaring that outside 
capita] was not required in this development 
and should not be allowed to participate in it. 


The inference is quite plain that this is the 
point on which the cleavage occurred, causing 
either the Minister or the Premier to fee] it was 
no longer possible for him to carry on. In which 
event the resignation may be supposed to mark 
the inception of a policy of development of the 
resources without the use of outside capital, and 
by means of local money or credit only 


OPPORTUNITY FOR SERVICE 

Withdrawal from the cabinet does not in- 
volve the resignation of Mr. Ross from the legis- 
Jature. No intimation has been given that he 
intends to vacate his seat, and the supposition 
is he will continue to represent Athabasca in 
the assembly and give the province the benefit 
of his knowledge and experience. He is pecu- 
lierly qualified to contribute to the considera- 
tion of all matters concerning the administrotion 
and utilization of mineral and other resoul res, 
a subject in which the district he represents 
ig particularly juterested and which is in- 
timately rela‘ed to the increase of wealth pro-

duction and the general well being of people in 
all parts of the province. 

The late Minister was taken into the cabinet 
because of his special qualifications to adminis- 
ter the resources, and with no pretence or mis- 
understanding that he was an advocate of Social 
Credit or even a believer in the practicability 
of the theory. His administrative policy has 
| produced widely-heralded results, supplying the 

basis for the claim that development of the 
| resources was and was to be a major feature of 

the Government's policy. His record has been 
free from criticism. apparently satisfactory to 
his colleagues and to the public alike. 
| These qualifications he still possesses, with 
the added asset of first-hand information and 
| experience gained during his year as head of the 
department. He should thus rank as a highly 
| useful private member of the legislature. 


THE GOLD CLAUSE WILL GO 

) The “conference” at Ottawa last month 
| reached agreement on one matter that was of 
| great importance a few years ago and may be 
of equal importance in years to come. It was 
| agreed that the “gold clause” should be cut 
| out of debt contracts; that a debtor should be 

able to discharge his obligation by paying the 
| face value of his bond in lawful money of 
| Canada, whether or not that money happens to 
be at, above, or below par in New York, London 
| or elsewhere. 
| This decision is to be translated into law at 
| the coming session of parliament. Canadians 
| everywhere—with the exception of that minor- 
ity who aim to take unfair advantage of their 
| neighbors when occasion offers—will welcome 
the change. 

Taxpayers of Edmonton will remember that 
the city three or four years ago had to pay a 
premium of 20 per cent or more in New York 
in order to liquidate a payment of interes‘ or 
principal on a bonded debt there. Taxpayers of 
other cities, of the provinces; and of the Dom- 

inion itself, were likewise exploited because the 
Canadian dollar was below par in the United 
States. 

A worse feature of the matter was that the 
premium had to be paid on bonds which were 
held by Canadians in Canada, which never went 
to New York, but which carried a “gold clause” 
empowering the holder to demand payment— 
in Canada—in terms of New York exchange. 

It is to be supposed the new legislation will 
stop that species of chiselling, and make a Cana- 
dian dollar a dollar always.

Treating With 
Electricity 


Bu DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In today's article I am going to discuss two 
larnps commonly used in the treatment of 
disease, the deep therapy and the infra-red. Both 
lamps make use of an electrical current and 
both generate heat. 
The deep therapy lamp is available in a 


variety of models, ranging 
from the very powerful mod- 
els intended for the docter’s 
office and which are very 
expensive, to the smaller 
models intended for home 
use, which are inexpensive. 
The principal effect of 
these therapeutic lamps is 
due to radiant heat and such 
equipment is therefore useful 


Dr. F. McCoy 
in the treatment of any condition where heat 


would provide relief. For example, these lamps 
are commonly used to relieve pain or soreness; 
being also used where there is congestion or 
inflammation. When-the muscles are stiff or 
tensed, treatment given with the deep therapy 
will often produce a gratifying relaxation and 
this is the reason why the lamp is frequently 
used before a manipulative treatment is given 
when it is desirable to have the muscles as re- 
laxed as possible. 

The deep therapy treatment is of value be- 
cause it improves the circulation of the bloed in 
the capillaries or small blood vessels, as evi- 
denced by the redness of the skin which it pro- 
duces. The better flow of blood which results 
from the treatment is beneficia] in assisting in 
the removal of waste products. Wherever there 
is a localized tenderness or congestion, we find 
an accumulation of waste materials and any 
treatment which will facilitate their removal 
will speed up recovery. While the deep therapy 
lamp could not be called a “healing” treatment, 
it will undoubtedly serve to bring to a given 
part the blood which is the real healing agent. 

The deep therapy is often used in those cases 
of bronchitis where there is considerable sore- 
ness or congestion and where the patient com- 
plains of a tight sensation in the chest. Some- 
times a great deal of relief is experienced al- 
most immediately simply through baking the 
upper chest and back with the lamp. It is also 
used in the treatment of arthritis, backache, 
neuralgia. stiff-neck, and many other disorders. 
For example, it is useful in providing relief from 
abdominal distress due to spastic colitis or to 
stomach disorders. 

The patient with arthritis will also find the 
lamp helpful in alleviating the discomfort arising 
in tender joints and one of the small heme 
models may be used for this purpose. The com- 
fort such a lamp will provide is remarkable, 
considering its low cost. I believe it a good plan 
for every home to be supplied with one of these 
inexpensive deep therapy lamps which will be 
found so useful for relieving muscular soreness. 

The infra-red lamp is one about which I re- 
ceive many questions and I believe this is due 
to the fact that so many models are offered to 
the public through retail drug stores and are 
advertised through the newspapers and maga- 
zines. Patients see that such lamps are avail- 
able, notice they are inexpensive and wish to 
know their purpose. 

The term infra-red is used in referring 
to these rays which are just beyond the red 
end of the spectrum. Such rays are invisible 
to the human eye and are detected by their 
heating effect. The infra-red jamp is somewhat 
similar to the deep therapy in that both are heat 
treatments, and both induce a better blood cir- 
culation in the capillary bed just below the skin 
of the area treated. 

The infra-red lamp is now being used by 
many people, there is no doubt about that, and 
it will continue to be employed by those desiring 
a lamp to use at home which may be purchased 
at low cost. In taking the infra-red treatment, 
the principal thing to keep in mind is that you 
are taking a heat treatment—therein lies the 
value of this particular lamp. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Myles H. writes: “I have a 
severe pain in my back just below the shoul- 
ders, toward the right side. It is more painful 
at night and keeps me from sleeping. Also have 
large brown spots on my neck. Is this liver 
trouble?” 

ANSWER: The location of your pain is indi- 
cative of liver or gall bladder trouble, but, of 
course, I cannot accurately diagnose your case 
by mail.

O. P. Van Sweringen, who with his brother 
acquired a three billion fortune in railroads 
in United States, died two or three weeks ago 
amid loud panegyrics. But if there are any rail- 
roads or street car systems in Heaven, Til bet 
the tracks were torn up and the rolling siock 
stored in the celestial round-houses before they 
let him in. 

Much adulation of the so-called “empire- 
builder"—what empire he founded none states— 
centres around the feat of the Van Sweringen 
brothers in running up a mere $14,000,000 shoe- 
string into a three billion dollar “empire.” But 
according to John T. Flynn, financial expert 
for “The New Republic,” the brothers did bet- 
ter than that. They first made the $14,000,000 
shoestring out of thin air by financial jugglery. 
It is a lesson on how great fortunes ane made. 
Let Mr. Flynn tell it in his own words. 

“As to their fourteen-million-dollar shoe- 
string, they didn’t begin their railroad adven- 
tures with that much. They bought the old 
Nickel] Plate Road for $8,500.000. They put up 
$2,000,000 and agreed to pay the balance at 
$650,000 a year. The agreement to buy the road 
they put up at the bank as collateral for the 
$2,000,000 loan. Then they organized the Nickel 
Plate Corporation—a holding company. They 
issued $2,075,000 of preferred stock and $12,- 
500,000 of common. They bought $500,000 of the 
preferred themselves and took $500,000 of the 
common as a bonus. They sold $1,575,009 of 
the preferred to the public and handed them 
$1.500,000 of the common as a bonus. That left 
$10,000,000 common which they took themselves. 

“At that point $2,000,000 was due the bank. 
The new holding company had $2,075,000 in 
cash, $500,000 of which was put-up by the Vans, 
and the balance by ‘others,’ while the Vans held 


8 per cent. of the common and 25 per cent. of 


the preferred. But they didn’t even put up the 
$500,000 of their own money They used the 
new stock as collateral for a $500,000 loan. And 
they used the $2,000,000 from the sale of the 
preferred to pay off the first bank loan. Thus 
while they ran a fourteen-million-dollar shoe- 
string to three billions. they first ran nothing 
up to the fourteen-million-dollar shoestring.”

Information on this and other profitable 
methods of financial manipulators in United 
States, showing how billions of interest-bearing 
debt are piled upon the public, is gleaned from 
investigations conducted by Committees of the 
U.S. Senate. 

If the public of Canada was privileged to 
learn how Canadian bank and insurance com- 
pany directors use depositors’ and policy-hold- 
ers’ funds to encompass the financial bondage 
of the owners, stories of equal interest would 
be revealed. Hitherto, Parliament has refised 
to let in the light on the operations of the big 
financiers in Canada. 

Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett when Premier, an- 
nounced that such enquiries, if permitted, might 
shake. public confidence in our financial insti- 
tutions. A Montreal publisher, Mr. J. J. Harpell, 
was sent to prison for attempting to delve into 
the financial operations of one eastern finan- 
cier, the ‘trial judge refusing to allow Premier 
Hepburn (then a member of the Banking Com- 
mittee at Ottawa) to testify that the investiga- 
tions were in the public interest. 

Efforts are being made to still further 
throttle the press of Canada, and prevent news- 
papers from throwing light on the devious ways 
of modern finance.

Dr. Jill Cossley-Batt, O.B.E., former special 
correspondent for the London Times, who did 
distinguished work in charge of a special divi- 
sion of the Chemical Warfare Department of 
the British Government during the World War. 
is in the city with her husband, Dr. Irvin Baird. 
They were joint leaders of the British-Ameri- 
can Himalayan Expedition into Thibet, and will 
show moving pictures of Thibetan life in con- 
nection with their forthconsing lecture on the 
expedition into the Forbidden Land. While they 
made important discoveries in the secrets of 
longevity through contact with a Himalayan 
tribe whose people normally live to 130 years 
of age, they narrowly escaped with their own 
lives. They were attacked and left for dead by 
tribesmen in Baluchistan. Much of their equip- 
ment was destroyed but the precious movie 
film of life in Lhassa among the lamas of the 
Forbidden City was saved. 

Chatting with the two explorers the other 
night I got an insight into the monetary habits 
of millionzires. Owing to the contemplsted 
trade value of a successful Thibetan mission 
many London city firms contributed to its cost. 
Says Dr. Baird: “We had thirty or forty tons of 
supplies and equipment to take with us, and a 
bright idea came to me. I called at the office 
of Lord Inchcape, the steamship magnate, and 
asked to see him. 

“Said Lord Inchcape, ‘What do you want of 
me?’ I told him I was leaving on the Thibet 
Expedition and I would be very grateful if he 
would have my supplies carried free on one of 
his ships. ‘How many are in your party?’ he 
asked. ‘My wife and I,’ I said. He pushed a 
button. A clerk came in. Said he, ‘See that Dr. 
Baird and Dr. Cossley-Batt are given first- 
class transportation to India and their supplies 
and equipment carried free’.” 

Previously Dr. Baird had called on Rt. Hon. 
R. B. Bennett in London. Mr. Bennett's wealth 
and position as Premier of Canada had been 
noted in the London papers. ‘What do you want 
me to do?” asked Mr. Bennett. 

“In view of the possible trade importafice to 
Canada of a successful mission and the general 
cultural value to science, I thought perhaps you 
might donate five hundred pounds to the Expe- 
dition,” said the doctor. 

Mr. Bennett pleaded that he had that day 
shipped all his persona! funds from London to 
Canada, but promised to donate something on 
reaching Canada. The promise was kept. A 
couple of days after Premier Bennett reached 
Ottawa a cablegram was handed to Dr. Baird. 
It read, “Am sending you by next steamer five 
hundred pounds of dried apples and apricots— 
R. B. Bennett.”

OTTAWA, January 7 Faintly 
amused, slightly disgusted and con- 
siderably depressed—but not dis- 
couraged—was the attitude of the 
Ottawa Business and Professional 
Women's Club, in an official state- 
ment after the Central Council of 
Municipal Associations had deliv- 
ered itself of the opinion that fe- 
male civic employes should not re- 
ceive more than $1,200 yeariy.

bers to be bigger and better citi- 
zens. It now proves its grasp of 


municipal problems by contending |

“While we are depressed, we are 

not discouraged. In spite of a great 

deal of evidence to the contrary, the 


men talk and act in this way.

@nything to do with the resignation 
of the minister of lands and mines.

In November, 1935, Mr. Ross sub- 
Mitted gas quotas to be applied to 
every Turner Valley naphtha pro- 
@ucing well on December 1, 1935 


Calgary oi] men were informed by | 


Jetter of the intention to impose the 
quotas. 

Some time between the first of 
November, 1935. and the first of 
December, 1935. an independent op- 
erator appealed to Premier Aber- 
hart to suspend the quotas. Pre- 
mier Aberhart complied and Mr 
Ross’ quotas were thrown into dis- 
ecard. Since then gas conservation 
in Turner Valley has been on an 
entirely voluntary basis. 


SITUATION OUTLINED 

This situetion was outlined by 
Robert Wilkinson. prominent oil 
Operator and president of Century 
Royalties, Limited, operators of the 
largest naphtha producing well in 
Turner Valley. 

“We received a registered letter 
from Edmonton informing us not 
to pay any attention to the previous 
letter notifying us of the intention 
to impose gas quotas 
gon said. “Since then, 
1935, there has been 
the part of the provincial gove 
Ment to impose gas conservation in 
the field.” 


GAS WASTAGE

ACCIDENTS IN 
ALBERTA TAKE 


JUMP IN 1936 


Total of 12,380 Reported to 
Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board 


During the calendar year 1936 
total accidents reported to the 
Workmen's Compensation Board to- 
talled 12,380 as against 11,058 for 
the previous year, an increase of 
1,322, according to figures released 
by the board. 

The assessment collected from 
employers for the year 1936 to- 
talled $862,630.43, which exceeded 
the previous year's collections by 
$25,966.08. 


$436,498 PAID OUT 

The compensation paid to work- 
men for temporary disabilities was 
$436,498, an increase of $83,205.59 
over the previous year. 

Payments from the pension fund 
to widows, dependent children and 
other dependents of workmen who 
lost their lives in industry, togeth- 
er with awards made to permanent- 
ly disabled workmen, amounted to 
$456,386.81, which was in excess of 
payments awarded during the year 
1935 by $43,052.18. 


MEDICAL AID FUND 
Contributions by workmen to 
the medical aid fund, in 1936 ex- 
ceeded the previous year by §$1I1,- 
917.61, the contributions totalling 
$248,508.68. Payments from the 


medical aid fund in 1936 totalled 
$262,801.12, being $56,909.42 in ex- 
cess of disbursements for 1935. 

Increased demands were made 
during the year, by workmen to re- 
open many old claims in which the 
workmen and their representatives 
were dissatisfied with previous dis- 
positions. The chief compiaints 
were on the grounds that the de- 
gree of disability exceeded that for 
which compensation had been 
awarded. 


SPECIAL BOARD 


The question being. almost en- 
tirely medical, the Compensation 
Board arranged for a special board 
of independent doctors to visit the 
various industrial centres of the 
province and thoroughly examine 
each workman who claimed that 
his case had not been properly 
dealt with. 

With the additional evidence be- 
fore it the board increased several 
permanent awards and in a few 
cases the awards were decreased. In 
quite a number of cases further 
treatment was indicated and the 
workmen were again taken under 
compensation. The review of these 
old cases is largely responsible for 
the increased expenditures in the 
last year. 


ASSESSMENT RATES 

In determining the assessment 
rates for 1937 the board took into 
account the experience of each 
class and sub-class of industries and 
found it necessary to raise the rates 
in some of the groups b6éth to em- 
ployers and workmen's contribu- 
tions. In a few of the sub-classes 
the rates were lowered and in one 
group, on account of the favorable 
accident experience, assessment will 
be waived for the year 1937. 

Assessment and medical aid rates 
vary with the accident experience. 
The remedy for increased rates 
therefore lies in the prevention of 
accidents, 

It is the intention of the board 
to institute an accident prevention 
campaign as it considers that the 
number of accidents must be con- 
siderably reduced. If employers 
and workmen will co-operate with 
the board in its endeavor to reduce 
accidents the effect would imme- 
diately reflect through a decreased 
accident cost and a lower rate to 
both employers and workmen. 


COURT QUASHES 
DEATH SENTENCE 
ON GREAT DANES 


Death sentence passed on Rex 
and Duke, Great Danes, by 
Magistrate A. H. Gibson, was 
quashed Thursday morning by 
His Honor Judge Lucien Dubuc. 

It is not known what re-ac- 
tion the dogs had when they re- 
ceived notice of their escape 
from death, but R. T. Cole, 
North Jasper Place, owner of 
the dogs, was an extremely 
happy man as he left District 
Court Chambers. 

On the complaint of J: J. 
Sawyer, Jasper Place district 
resident, Magistrate Gibson 
found the dogs guilty of chas- 
ing pigs, the property of the 
complainant. He ordered Mr, 
Cole to pay the costs of the 
court and to undertake destruc- 
tion of his dogs within 24 
hours. 

An appeal against the decis- 
ion was immediately launched 
and resulted in the dogs being 
permitted to again roam the 
pleasant pastures of Jasper 
Place.
